Amsterdam’s New Elevator 


Constructed Entirely of Concrete and 
Operated by Electricity. 
The first 


: complete and separate 
grain elevator, not a part of 
other structure, in Amsterdam, has 
just begun operations. It is the re- 
sult of dissatisfaction with the prim- 


fome 


itive methods which have always 
been used in Amsterdam for loading 
and unloading grain on and from 
steamships and railway cars, The 
elevator is located at one of the 
most important freight docks in the 
harbor, from which various rail- 
way tracks radiate. It has a present 
eapacity (which can be quickly 
a9 


doubled) of 132,000 pounds per hour, 
and is operated by electricity through 
a motor of 100 horsepower. Grain 
is put into sacks or loaded direct from 
cars to steamships, and vice versa, 
saving the cost of transfer lighters. 
Four weighing machines keep accur- 
ate account of quantities. The ele- 
vator building is constructed entirely 
of concrete, which has become a very 
much used material in this district 
for the construction of buildings and 
bridges and certain kinds of boats.

M. Branly Showed How to Detect 
and Receive Electric Waves. 
The first wireless m pe sent a 
distance greater than a few hundred 

yards was as follows: 
“M. Marconi sends M. Branly his 
respectful compliments by wireless | 


telegraphy the English Chan- 
nel, this splendid achievement being 
due in part to the remarkable work of | 
M. Branly.” 

That was In 1899, when Guglilmo 
Marconi established wireless connec- 
tion between Dover in England and 
Wimereux in France. Today, when 
wireless telegraphy is a commonplace 
of ey day life and wireless tele- 
phony is rapidiy becoming. so, the 
name of Marconi is a household word, 
while that of Branly is unknown ex- 
cept to scientists, 

Not that Marconi has usurped any 
of the credit due to Branly—far from 
it; he was the very first, in the mes- 
sage quoted above, to take off his hat 
to the genius whose successive ‘dis- 
coveries made wireless possible, and 
in his writings has never failed to 
lraw attention to the modest savant 
and his scientific labors. Vor wire- 
less telegraphy is not the invention 
of any one man; it is rather the re- 
sult of a long series of small discoy- 
eries, no one of which seemed sensa- 
tional at the time it was made, but 
which Marconi knew how to put to- 
gether and apply to the practical use 
of mankind. f

Hertz, who discovered the electric 
waves which bears his name.

Take Six, 

An officer of the Royal Air Force

He flew from Mesopotamia to 
Egypt in two days over the route 
which has been opened up by the

Simple Methods — 
Of Ice Storage 


Commissioner's Bulletin Gives Practi- 
{ cal Advice Regarding Ice Wells. 

In some parts of the Prairie Prov 
jinces ice wells are used, first for the 
making of ice during the winter, and 
then as refrigerators during the sum- 
mer, The Dominion Dairy and Cold 
Storage Commission in a bulletin des- 
eribing “Simple Methods for the Stor- 
ing of Ice,” gives some practical ad 
regarding these wells. He sug- 
s that a shady spot should be 
chosen as the site and as far as poss- 
ible from a well that supplies drinking 
water to avoid contamination of the 
latter by seepage from the ice well, 
which should be about twelve feet 
jdeep and the diameter to suit require- 
ments, <A well six feet in diameter 
filled to a depth of six feet with ice 
will hold around four tons, The walls 
of the wéll should be cribbed and the 
bottom be dry and porous, A shed 
with removable roof should be con- 
structed over the well, and the crib- 
bing should be sprinkled with water 
so that a coating of ice be formed. 
In filling the well put in from four to 
six inches of water at a time, allow 
each quantity to freeze before adding 
another. If obtainable, blocks of ice 
may be placed in the well and then 
water poured over them, which freez- 
ing will create a solid masse A loose 
floor should be placed on cleats fast- 
engl to the cribbage just over the ice 
and the top of the well covered with 
“a trapdoor and straw. In the bulle- 
tin, besides this information on the 
construction of ice wells is also given 
full instructions on the keeping of ice 


in a shed and on the construction 
thereof, A rough board enclosure 
ten feel square and eight feet high 


will hold sufficient ice to provide 50 
pounds for each of 130 days, or about 
three tons and a hall, after allowing 


for a reasonable amount of wastage. 
The smaller the quantity stored the 
greater proportionately will be the

The dryer the sawdust the better, If 
a special enclosure has to be built, 
kind of a shed that is weather- 
proof will answer the purpose. If 
sawdust cannot be obtained for pack- 
ing, planer mill shavings or marsh or 
any other fine wild hay that grows in 
low places can be used, but in the last 
mentioned case the hay should be well 
packed two feet thick. The bulletin 
gives plans, specifications and details 
of everything required for construc- 
tion and storage.
